Thar on Saturday the 16th Inſtant, one Nzcho-

Rowry, (who at 'iClub's: Houſe: had: owned his

-It- appeared 
before the ſaid Mayor, that Edmund Grey, Jeree 
-Dowry, and-one*Donagh' Shaghty, were the three 
Perſons that committed thar barbarous, cruel Act 
upon Thomas Miller and his-Family ; whereupon 
the ſaid Mayor: immediatly..ſent out Horſe and
